CUBBING IN OTHER COUNTRIES & ITS INTERNATIONAL ASPECT

The ‘Yarn’ on Cubbing in other coun- 
tries and its Inter-National Aspect, needs 
if possible, a personal knowledge. This 
shall add interest and a little colour to the 
presentations. 


Cubbing in other Countries : 


My maiden knowledge of Scouting in 
other countries was gained in 1947 at the 
6th World Jamboree, in Moisson, France, 
the first World gathering of Scouts after 
the Il World War. India, yet to be parti- 
tioned, sent a combined largest ever 
Contingent of 150, 128 Scouts and 22 Scou- 
ters including the Leader. I was there in 
the dual role of ‘the Surgeon’ of the Con- 
tingent and the Leader of the 8 Scouts in 
the Contingent from the State of Mysore.

It is a known fact that Cubs do not enjoy 
by themselves an International gathering. 
The ‘Boy Scouts’ have the once in four 
years, Jamborees, from 1920, and the ‘Rover 
Scouts’ had the once in four years Rover 
Moots, from 1931 to 1961. ‘World Rover 
Moots ‘as such have been given up since. 
However the Cubs of the Host Countries 
are permitted to attend the Jamborees in 
the day time only. An exception was made 
to this rule about the Cubs at the Moisson 
Jamboree. The then Director of the Boy 
Scouts International Bureau, Col. J. S; 
Wilson, CBE had Lord Peter Baden-Powell, 
the only son (now late, since Dec: 1963-49 
years old) of ‘B.-P’, as his A.D.C. and with 
him was the Il +4years old ‘Robert’, Peter’s 
first son and grandson of the Founder. 
‘Robert’ was then a Cub, but was kept in

countrymen who will be visiting it. Reme-. 
mber this and do your best to put up a 
clean and smart appearance, pleasant and 
polite manners and a neatly laid out 
camp site. 
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the Campus with his father and the Director. 
He was introduced to the Jamboree, asa 
special case. Col. Wilson was in ‘Calcutta 
Police’ prior to 1917 and at this Campus 
we have ‘Wilson’s Way’? 17th November 
1952 in memory of his visit later in 1952. 


» After the 1947 Jamboree, we - my wife 
(Dr, Padma Sundaram), our son, then 11+ 
and a Cub, now a Major in the EME, and 
I - stayed in U.K. till October 1949. Taking 
the two years full time University Course 
‘for the Diploma in Medical Radio Therapy 
{D.M.R.T.) for the treatment of Cancer 
-and allied diseases with Deep X-Rays and 
Radium, I completed the same successfully 
‘in October 1949, to be the second Indian to 
“qualify for this new Diploma by then. Since 
the studies were done at the Royal In- 
firmary, Edinburgh, University of Edin- 
burgh Scotland, I got attached to the 
Scottish Association (Scout) and the Local 
Association at Leith, in Edinburgh, where 
‘we lived. Our son was admitted into the 
Royal High School, Edinburgh, for his 
-High School studies, where he joined the 
‘Sea Scout Troop’ and by 1949 when he 
left, he was a Second Class Scout. He had 
finished all his tests for First Class Badge 
but could not earn the same because he was 
-only 13 years and six months. 


During these two years I was assisting 
the ‘Akela’ of Scotland, The Chief Cub 
“Commissioner and top of Cub Trainers in 
“Scotland, Mrs. Dina Wilson Dodds, in all 
~the Cub Wood Badge Courses and was tak- 
ing part inall their functions at their 
Scottish Training Centre, ‘FORDELL’ in 
Dunfirmline. Most of the Trainees on these 


Courses were women drawn from all walks 
of life. 


‘Nov—December 1967." ‘ 


‘Qn 10th March 1949, I had the unique 
participation on behalf of our Country, at 
the All Scotland Cub Commissioners’ Con 
ference and was. given. the privilege of 
carrying our National Flag at the March 
Past of the Nations which had Cubbing 
also in their Scouting Schemes. About 
60% of the Commissioners were women. 


Why this switching over to more Lady- 
cubmasters in place of the Men Cub- 
masters, was clearly elucidated by Prof. 
Rex Knight, the deparment of Psychology, 
University of Aberdeen, Scotland, at Ann- 

ual paecrns of All Scoutland Commi- 
ssioners’ conference on 4thand Sth June 
1949. As one of the participants, I heard 
him telling that the Cub, 7 to 12, years, is 
still the mother’s boy at home; he turns 
first only to his mother for all at he needs, 
for all that he wishes to complain about 
and for all the love he needs as a child, this 
is the general rule psychologically, said the 
Professor; based on this factor the boy 
when he attends the Pack meetings once a 
week and for an hour, is being provided 
with another who shall bestow on him the 
same motherly atmosphere. 


Another factor, in favour of women 
Cubmasters was that during World war 1] 


with all the able—bodied at the front, 


many young women volunteered their 
services as Cubmasters and they proved 
highly efficient with telling effect. 


In U., K. most of the Scout Groups are - 
Church Sponsored and the church Hall in 
each locality are lent as Dens for the Packs 
to meet once a week, generally on Saturday 
evenings. ) 


The training. of Adult Lady Leaders is 
also done mostly by Lady members of the 
Training Team for this Section, and are 
assisted by Lady members. There is an 
‘Akela Leader at Gilwell, Miss Trimby and 
she gets assisted by the Asst. Camp Chiefs 
and a lot of Lady Akela Leaders of the 
‘ visitng staff’ attached to Gilwell. 


All of us now know that Scouting as a 
whole in U. K. (for U.K. only at the 
present moment) has had a renaisance as it 
were. The changes as recommended and 
as accepted by the ‘Advance party sent up 
two and a halfyears ago by the Chief Scout 
of the British Isles & the Commonwealth 
and by the committee of the Council of the 
Association respectively have been taken 
into practice since October, 1966. The 
finalised recommendations were released on 
the 9th June, 1966. I can well remember 
this date for on the 8th June, as I was 
driving up our dear National Commissioner 
from Hoshangabad Rly. Station to the 
National Trg. Centre, she was telling me 
that she had with her the Advance Party’s 
report, sent to her, but that she could not 
tell me more about it till the next day when 
only it was to be released officially in U. K. 


In August 1949, when I had the chance 
to attend the 4th. Rover Moot at ‘Skjak’ 
pronounced as ‘shock’—, Norway and also 
the X11 Boy Scout World conference, as a 
delegate, connected with the above Moot, 
I had the chance to see cubbing in Norway 
not much of a difference from that in U.K. 


Before we should go to other countries I 
have had the chance to visit in later years, 
an idea of what cubbing is in U.K. to-day 
may be stated.

The British ‘Boy Scout ‘Asscoaiton’ has 
been changed to the The British Scout 
Association. 


_ The ‘Wolf Cub Section hither to, is to be 
‘Cub Scouts’, The Cub Scout promise and 
the ‘Cub Scout’ law are brought in line 
with the Scout Promise (without on my 
Honour) and the essence of the Scout Law, 
respectively. The Cub Salute with two. 
fingers is replaced by the ‘Scout Salute’. 
The Scout Salute is to be used only when 
in Uniform. The ‘Scout sign’ is there 
also for the ‘Cub Scouts’ to be used when 
making or re-affirming the Promise, but 
not at other times. 


The motto for the whole movement is 
now “‘Be Prepared’? ‘Do your Best’? that 


was for the erstwhile “Wolf Cubs’ is to be 


obsolete. 


In fact the recommendation of the 
Advance party was to delete the phrase, ‘On 
my Honour’ even from the ‘Scout Promise’ 
to make both the ‘Cub Scout’ and the ‘Boy 
Scout’ todo the same Promise. But the 
Committee of he Council of the Association 


-has not accepted the recomendation. 


The ‘Grand Howl’ though retained has. 
been made simple and straight ‘forward’. 
The mistique of the hitherto ‘dybs’ and 
‘dobs’ has been made cleczr; instead the 
Leader of the ‘Grand Howl’ is now to ask, 
‘Cubs do your best’? and the reply is to. 
be, ‘“‘We will do our best.” The signifi~ 
cance is made clear for the parents and 
the public. 


The ‘Cub Scout’ Investiture and the 


Going up Ceremony’ are made simpler. 
The titles Cubmaster and Assistant Cubs 
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Scout Leader. The: ‘Cub..Scout Pack’ is 
to be staffed. by both. mem and, women-at 
least. ome male Leader or male Instructor 
in every ‘Cub Scout Pack’ team. More 
parents are to assist in the passing of tests 
but normally at pack — rather than 
at home. 


In July-August-September 1965 I was in 
Gilwell as one of the ‘Visiting Staff? for 
five weeks on the four Major Courses during 
the period; the talk about the Advance- 
Party was there, but the results were not

again in Gilwell in connection with my 
participation in the 4th World Training 
Conference, I had the chance again to be 
one of the Visiting Staff on the Gilwell Ith 
‘T.T.T.’ Course. Most ‘of the changes 
introduced were being practised at the 
ee connected with Cub Section.

From the beginning in the 1919- 1920, they 
called this Sections as ‘Cub Scouts’ and, the 
emphasis has been the ‘‘home and neighbo- 
urhood”’ affair-backyard fun-and occasio- 
nal family picnics.” The family itself 
became the main focus of Cubbing and 
parents joined in the activities’ of their boys.. 
‘‘When parents approve their boy’s appli- 
cation to become a Cub Scout, they also 
sion themselves up'in Cub Scouting.”

Scouting. ‘The Den is guided by the Den

The Pack is made up of several Dens. It 
is sponsored by an institution and led by a 
Cubmaster and one or more. Assistant 
‘Cubmasters.

The final ‘objective’ of Cub Scouting in

and then be ready to become a Boy Scout. 
Baring this time I went to Canada also— 
Montreal. 


The next place I have been to know of 
Cubbing is Ceylon in 1961. Here it is the

The last place I visited was Amsterdam — 
in September 1966 (16-9-66) on my return 
from Gilwell. Luckily it was the Annual 
Aquatic Sports day for the Sea Scouts and 
Sea Guides Groups. The Cubs and 
Brownies were in their colourful uniforms: 
For these younger Groups it was a day of 
fun and enjoyment.

When a snake bites, the poison flows into 
the tissues of. the victim. 
rapidly enters the veins and is carried in 
the venous blood back to the heart, where 
it commences its deadly work. 


LIGATURES 


You must prevent this poisoned blood 
from getting into the heart. A ligature 
will compress the veins, and prevent the 
blood from returning to the heart. Ob- 
viously, if you place your ligature as near 
to the body as possible, your chances of 
trapping all the poisoned blood in the limb 
is greater. But you must be quick. Blood 
in the veins. travels fast. Your two hands 
(use thumb and forefingers, and gripping 
the limb firmly) will act as an efficient 


ligature until you get apiece of rubber. 


tubing, a scarf or handkerchief into 
position. Avoid using boot laces or string. 
These cut into the skin and are very 
painful. Try putting ligatures on your 


own arms for five minutes. Once you have 


stopped the flow of blood, you have time.
